DX for Beginners and Others

You have seen me say the secret to DXing is to listen, 
listen and then listensome more. Well | thought I'd do just 
that on a Tuesday evening, in early May as this column 
was being prepared. It is 0500 UTC (10PM PDT). Ihave 
just finished talking to Martin, N7CYG in Los Angles 
(formerly of Aloha and member of OTVARC). | decide to 
listen for a half-hour only just to see what's out there. 


10 meters (my favorite band) is out by now so | choose 
20 meters. The 14 Mhz band is thee DX band. There are 
_ lots of stations on the other bands, but by far the most DX 
will be found on 20. Of course by far the worst QRM is 
here too (excluding the noise and shortwave junk on 40). 


| start at the low end of the 20 meter advanced portion, 
14.175. As | move up | hear first DK2PS, in West 
Germany, in QSO with N4UVQ just outside of Washing- 
ton, DC. Nothing unusual about that until | hear that the 
Virginia station is using 1 watt! (maybe that should be an 
inverted or backwards !). The stateside station offered to 
tum up the power but was told it was not necessary...copy 
was Q-5, no problem at all. That just goes to show that 
power is great but propagation beats everything. If 
you've got it little else is necessary. As a sidelight, this 
was the first Virginia contact for the Dk2. 


| move up the band and it looks like all of Italy is out in 


force this evening (morning their time). | hear virtually all 
the Italian call districts. There are some stations in Spain 
heard too as well as an off-shore EA6 in the Baleric 
Islands. There are other Europeans on as well. | list 
GW4 in Wales, F9 in France, OZ1 in Denmark, SM4 from 
Sweden and an ONG from Belgium.

The point of this quick run through of 20 and 15 is that the 
DX is there for the picking. | know not much there was 
rare DX to some but at always, the definition of “rare” is 
a country you haven't worked yet. There were several 
pileups where | didn't take the time to dig out the call 
signs. There were undoubtedly many other DX stations 
on as well that | didn't hear. Yes, | do have a small 3- 
element beam but it is stuck pointing due South...not 
much help except for Easter Island or long path DX which 
wasn't present. So listen, the DX is there waiting for you 
even if you don't have a blockbuster signal.

All About Electricity 


By Joe Strolin, K1REC 


| have been fiddlin’ with electricity for 50 years. While I'm 
still able, I'd like to pass along some of my vast knowl- 
edge about this stuff. 


1) Electricity is manufactured in power plants where it is 
fed into wires and wrapped around large drums that hang 
on poles. 


2) Some electricity does not need to go through wires, 
like that used for lightning, for example, and portable 
radios. This kind of electricity is not manufactured, but 
just hangs around in the air, loose. 


3) Electricity makes a low humming noise. This noise 
may be pitched differently for use in telephones, door- 
bells and electronic organs. 


4) Electricity must be grounded before it can function, 
except in airplanes, which have their own arrangments. 


5) Although electricity does not leak out of an empty 
socket, if you put your finger in the socket you can tell it's 
there. So if it is not leaking out, what else is it doing? 


6) Electricity is made of two ingredients, negative and 
positive. One ingredient travels along a wire covered 
with white plastic, the other ingredient along a wire 
covered with black plastic. These two wires connect toa 
device called a plug. There the two ingredients are mixed 
to form electricity. 


7) Electricity may be stored in boxes, called batteries. Big 
batteries do not necessarily hold more electricity than 
small ones. In big batteries, the electricity is shoveled in, 
while in small batteries, it is packed in flat. 


8) The electric switch contains a sort of vise grip that 
squeezes the wire very hard so the electricity can't get 
through. Opening (turning “on") the switch releases the 
vise grip and the electricity can flow. 


9) Electricity goes into a light bulb where for the first time 
we can see it! It is enlarged many times by the curvature 
of the bulb, which is made of magnifying glass. 


10) Why does the light bulb blow out? Because as any 
schoolboy knows, heat converts oxygen into moisture. 
When ail the oxygen in the bulb becomes moisture, then 
the water quenches the spark.
